Duncan Tells What It Is

What is this "static," bugaboo of 


all radio enthusiasts, about which we 
hear so much grumbling? 


After a respite during tha winter, 


it Is again beginning to 
break in 


and interfere 
with wireless trans- 


mission 
and reception. 
Despite the 


efforts of all experts, nothing much 
has been done to curb this inter- 
ference. 


It is hard to buck / nature, and 


statics, 
or 
atmospherics, 
is 
the 


nams given to electric waves sent 
out by nature. 


WATER IN AIR. 


During the warm spring and sum- 


mer months, water evaporates very 
quickly. The warm air covering the 
earth's surface becomes laden with 
water vapor. 


Because this .warm air is light, it 


rises to the cooler regions 
above. 


There, owing to the change in tem- 
perature, it is condensed and formed 
into small particles of water. 


Since there is always some electri- 


fication o£ the air, these small drops 
of water are charged with electricity 
Drawn together by the billions, they 
form into clouds. 
When these be- 


come heavier than air, 
they burst 


LIGHTNING. 


Each oj these particles 
consti- 


tuting the cloud retains I in electri- 
cal charge. 
There may he several 


combinations of 
these In 
the air. 


When their 
electrical pressure be- 


comes too great, current jumps from 
one cloud to another in the form of 
lightning. 


This lightning flashes back 
and 


forth until It dissipates Itself. 


As these flashes from 
cloud to 


cloud, or from cloud to earth, take 
place, they radiate an electrical wave 
quite similar to that radiated by a 
wireless transmitting set. They are 
not particular about the wave length 
they use. It is therefore almost im- 
possible to tune them out. 


Just what has been done to com- 


bat this static will be explained to- 
morrow.

ERYSIPELAS 


1)Y DR. R. H. BISHOP. 


The germ of erysipelas is the 


ground-hog among germs. 
It gets 


beneath 
the skin through a cut or 


acratch and burrows its way around. 


The erysipelas germ locates just 


beneath the skin in the coarser tis- 
sue which, since it is so loose and 
full of open spaces, permits the germ 
to pass from place to place unhind- 
ered. 


The local symptom of the presence 


of the germ Is the reddening, thick- 
ening, raising and heating of the 
skin. Whether 
the patient suffers 


generally and has a fever, impaired 
digestion and delirium, depends on 


the condition and sensitiveness of the 
Individual. 


The usual location of erysipelas is 


the face. 
It Is the most dangerous 


part of the body on which to have the 
disease because the germs may wan- 
der into the passages communicating 
with the brain and set up meningitis 
(brain fever} 
or some other fatal 


brain trouble. 


Sometimes facial 
erysipelas 
is 


caused by an infection of the tonsils 
passing upward along the mucous 
membrane and out through the nose 
to the 
tissues 
underlying the skin 


of 
the 
cheeks. 
Another common 


cause is the scratching of the face 
with dirty finger nails. 


The germs cannot break through 


healthy akin, so to take the dlseas* 
from someone suffering from it or. 
from 
Infected objects, one 
must 


either cut or prick the skin which 
permits the germ to go beneath It, or 
ons must breathe the germ In against 
broken or diseased skin of mouth, 
nose or throat. 


For people under 40 the mortality 


from this disease 
Is low, 
but for 


those over this age it Is increasingly 
fatal with the years. 


The disease Is exceedingly con- 


tagious. 
Therefore, everything that 


comes in contact with the sick per- 
son should be carefully sterilized be- 
fore being used by other people. 


One of the chief dangers of this 


disease Is the fact that few peopla 
realize this contagiousness and the* 
therefore allow the patient to pass 
freely about the house, 
handle all 


sorts of articles, breathe 
Into the 


faces of the family and eat at th« 
table with the rest of the family.

Illinois Central System Gears Up Point 


About Railway Net Income 


The net railway operating income of the Class I railroads of the United States 


for 1921 was at the rate of 3.31 per cent upon their tentative valuation as estab- 
lished by the Interstate Commerce Commission- for rate-making purposes. 
Many 


have construed this to mean that the rali roads realized a net income of 3.31 per 
cent available for dividends, enlargements and improvements. 
This is far from 


being true. There is a great difference between "net railway operating income" and 
"net income." 
•» 


Accounting methods are prescribed for the railroads by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission, and they are uniform for all railroads. 
After all operating ex- 


penses and taxes have been provided for, a nd uncollectible accounts have been de- 
ducted,, and after funds have been set aside for the payment of rentals on equip- 
ment and joint facilities, the balance left over from revenues is called "net railway 
operating income," which was for 1921 t he 3.31 per cent referred to. 
Most rail- 


roads have some income from sources oth er than railway operations, such as interest 
and dividends on securities owned, which, added to the "net railway operating in- 
come," constitutes what is known as "gross income." 


There are certain fixed charges, however, which must be paid before the "net 


income" is_ established, chief among thes e being interest on the bonds and the rental 
of leased lines. 
After making deductions for these, it is estimated that there was 


practically nothing left of either the "net railway operating income" of 3.31 per cent 
or the "gross income." In other words, the railroads had no "net income" for 1921. 


Some railroads fared better than others during 1921, just as some business men 


and farmers fared better than others. 
Preferable location, foresighted management, 


superior machinery with which to work—these are elements which have their influ- 
ence in the showing made by a railroad, a s they have in every other business enter- 
prise. 


The railroads cannot serve the public adequately unless they are able to en- 


large and improve their properties as the requirements of the country for transpor- 
tation service develop. In order for the railroads to grow, their securities must be 
attractive to investors, for the funds they receive from the issuance of securities 
are used in improving their properties. 


The Illinois Central System, in common with other railroads, is striving to 


render a service of satisfaction. 
It is ea ger to continue to improve and enlarge its 


facilities, so that its plant may always b e a little in advapce of the needs of its 
patrons. An overloaded machine is never efficient, and if the overloading continues 
for any length of time the machine must n eeessarily deteriorate. 


This statement is made in the interest of a better understanding of railway 


problems. 
We ask that our patrons view the railway problem in its true light; 


that they realize that every obstacle plac ed in the path of railway progress rebounds 
against them, as much as against the railroads themselves, and that the interests of 
the railroads and the interests of the public are inseparable.
